Q. Now if you give the definitions of the tasks of this branch of the police, 
‘this does not correspond with the. real situation  ? Is this correct? 


A. There are some such spots in the book, 
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Q, Did you discuss, Dr. Best, this auestion of your book with the Defense 
Counsel? 

A. Only in general sir. 

0, You were telling us about the distinction between political tasks with the 
police and the police tasks of the police. 

A. Yes. J have separated the autonomous duties of the Gestapo which were 
described by laws and decrees and directives and the non-police orders which were 
put to use here directly by the state leadership» Of course, the later ones are 
not mentioned in the book. 

Q. Isn't the whole thing mentioned in this book, the tasks of the police? 

Is that correct? 
A. As far as the book speaks of the police, for instance, where the SD is 
mentioned, it is a matter of SD duties. 

0, Yes but according to the general plan of the book, the SD is one part of 
the general task of police. 

A, I have represented here the tendencies of the year of that period but that 
had not as yet been put into effect. 

0. In other words, in accordance with your own interpretation, the tendencies of 
the SD was to be incorparated into the police? 

A, That at the time was the desire of the common chief of the police and the 
SD Heydrich. 

Q. You told us, on the contrary, the tendency of the SD was in quite the 
opposite sense. I haven't finished yet. Since from the taking over the charge by 
Ohlendorff, the SD wasn't occupied any longer with intelligence of the enemy but 
only with research and intelligence work, Is this correct?

dropped later. The Gestapo took it over and the SD limited itself 0 
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to the so-called supervision of spheres of life.
